All these tur­ 
keys were raised on the waste of 
the farms and doubtless ate en­ 
ough insects to pay a man to have 
hired them by the day to work for 
him. 
Of course this is only one big 
day’s business, 
but turkeys are 
pouring into town in wagon loads. 
A man who brings a load of 20 
turkeys worth $1.25 each has more 
clear profit than when he brings 
in a bale of cotton. We are begin­ 
ning to at last favor the turkey 
trot, though the greedy wiggle of 
the hog is not beneath our notice.

ity, Texas received 
the 
largest 
sum, amounting to $234,537. This 
is attributed to its vast agricultur­ 
al area and its keen interest in <ig- j 
ricultural advancement. 
The largest allotment in the Tex­ 
as allotment was for County Ag­ 
ents, which totalled $141,180. This 
is also the biggest fund allotted to 
County agent work in any other 
state. The next largest allotment 
in Texas was made to the Home 
Demonstration fund.
